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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: although the closest 
prior art as cited teaches copolymers of the claimed dialkyl allyl amines of applicants' 
polymers, nowhere is there taught or rendered prima facie obvious the dialkyl allyl 
amine repeat units in combination with any of the required other repeat units of the 
claims. The prior art actually requires difficult and varied techniques to achieve the 
different copolymers of dialkyl allyl amines as taught, and nowhere is there suggested 
the processes required to achieve applicants' specific combinations of repeat units. 
Applicants' claims are, therefore, both novel and unobvious over the closest prior art as 
cited. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Claims formerly restricted as to different special technical features are herein 
rejoined and claims 1-10 are, therefore, allowed.
